Current Orange 
Crop Smaller 


SACRAMENTO (#)—The cur- 
rent estimate of California’s or- 
lange crop is 50,600,000 boxes, 
Statistician R. E. Blair of the 
state department of agriculture 
said today. 

The aggregate is down from 
last year’s 53,670,000 boxes. Of 
this year’s estimate, 31,200,000 
boxes are Valencias and the re- 
maindeer are navels and miscel- 
laneous varieties. 

The total current crop in Flor- 
ida is estimated at 54,800,000 
boxes, Blair noted. 

California’s grapefruit crop is 
currently indicated, he said, to be 
3,170,000 boxes, and the lemon 
yield is expected to be 14,100,000 
boxes. 

This state’s citrus crops have 
made “relatively good” progress 
during, the past month, Blair said, 
with early December’ rains 
breaking a drought which had 
threatened to keep the fruit small- 
eer than usual.

Citing their record and square- 
ly challenging the issue of wheth- 
er members of the board of di- 
rectors of the Ontario chamber of 
commerce were to conduct the 
business of the civic organization 
“or whether we were to submit to 
the dictation of any single indi- 
vidual’, the Ontario civic lead- 
ers today issued a “Factual Re- 
port to the Community”. 

The factual report is being re- 
leased along with copies of six let- 
ters exchanged between’ various 
parties involved in the scope of 
the chamber’s activities. 

The document is issued over 
the signatures and approval of 30 
men—the current’ directors and 
the immediate past directors of 


the Ontario chamber of commerce. | 


Today’s release, it is pointed out. 
has the unanimous approval of the 
civic group’s official body. 

The chamber’s statement is in 
answer to criticism recently ex- 
pressed by the Ontario Report. 
The “factual report” and the fol- 
lowing letters are self-explana- 
tory:

Trees were uprooted, 
blocked and light service 
rupted briefly by .winds which 
blew at an estimated 55 to 60 
miles an hour last night in On- 
tario and Upland.

It should further be 
peinted out that the Chamber of 
Commerce does not call the elec- 
tion and if it did have the .pow- 
ef, it would do so only when it 
was able to furnish all of the 
pertinent facts and‘make a rec- 
ommendation that would reflect 
the majority Chamber opinion. 
We feel that the committee 
working on this matter is made 
i. of very capable citizens of 
this community and it is handl- 
ing the matter diligently and 
well. The Chamber of Commerce 
is actively” participating. ‘In the 
work of this committee ° through 
Mr. Sherman M. Hoyt and oth- 
ers. Alternate boundaries for the 
proposed new district have been 
submitted to thé Metropolitan 
Water District. for their approval 
og disapproval. Nothing further

Thank you for your letter of 
the seventeenth requesting infor- 
mation about the activities of the 
industrial committee of the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce. I 
am glad to furnish the informa- 
tion which is asked for in your 
letter and I agree that The Daily 
Report and all of it’s personnel 
have not only used discretion in 
handling information from this 
committee but has been most co- 
operative. 

As you know, most of the in- 
quiries from going industrial 
concerns are accompanied with 
a request that their considera- 
tion of a possible move must be 
held in the strictest confidence. 
Sometimes the necessity for this 
appears to be exaggerated but 
we have no choice but to accept 
it at it’s face value. There is, 
of course, always the possibility 
that a premature announcement 
may result in competition from 
some other community. In any 
event, it is my opinion that news 
regarding a contemplated move 
should come from the principals 
concerned. 

So much for the generalities. 
I think all of the information 
you requested is contained in the 
following paragraphs. 

There have been contacts of 
one kind or another with 27 firms 
during -the past year. Their pro- 
ducts range all the -way from 


candy through machine tools, 
office equipment, building ma- 
terials, agricultural and  aero- 


nautical equipment to metal pro- 
cessing. Of this group 9 wanted 
to lease (usually a short: term 
with option) buildings with floor 
areas that are not available in 
this area; 2 had plans for local 
stock sales; 1 wanted the dona- 
tion of a site that would be tax 
free for ten years; 4 are inter- 
ested in operations at Cal-Aero 
when, as, and if—(out~-of this 
group something may develop); 
8 are in process of negotiations 
which may or may not be suc- 
cessful, and 3 have been conclud- 
ed. The Palmer Candy Company 
has acquired a_ site and will 


build it’s plant just as soon as 
some workable solution is reach- 
ed on the problems of sugar and 
chocolate. -.The D. & F. Manu- 
facturing & Sales Company is in 
production of venetian blinds at 
the 


840 E. State Street. and 
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Bestile Manufacturing Co., a lo- 
cal concern that came to the 
Chamber of Commerce for as- 
sistance is now building a plant 
on a site acquired from the City. 

One of the major obstacles to 
bringing new industry to Ontar- 
io is our lack of spur track fa- 
cilities. Some communities have 
track facilities such as the o% 
S. P. Spur that ran south from 
Ontario to Chino through comp- 
aratively inexpensive property. 
and the right-of-way has been 
an dthe right-of-woy has been} 
abandoned. 

The other major obstacle is 
the one that has cost us quite 
a number of rather desirable or- 
ganizations, plant facilities. With 
the, exception’ of the. buildings. 
on the airport and at Cal-Aero 
we have virtually no vacant 
buildings that could be convert- 
ed to manufacturing uses and 
the buildings mentioned are not 
available for a good many uses 
and for a variety of reasons. An 
effort is being made to clarify 
that situation. 

Generally, there is a third 
problem, the determination of the 
desirability of the applicarft in- 
dustry from the standpoint of 
the City’s ability to care for it 
and from the- standpoint of the 
stability of the individual indus- 
try’s employment. ° 

This last is a big problem 
about which there seems to be 
a variety of opinion in the Com- 
munity. I think it would be well 
for us to have a roundtable dis- 
cussion of all the related prob- 
lems by and between all persons 
interested in this angle of com- 
munity development. Any con- 
structive suggestions which you 
may have will be gratefully re- 
ceived.

Inasmuch as the 1947 Indus- 
trial Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce has come in for 
some criticism, it seems only 
fair that you, as 1947 Chamber 
of Commerce President, should 
have some _ knowledge of the 
Committee's point of view. 

First of all, as you know. sincé 
you made the appointments, the 
Committee consisted of: 

J. S. Corison, S. M. Hoyt, J. 

Dewey Harnish, and myself, 

All of us have, at one time 
or another, served on the Indus- 
trial Committee before. We ‘have 
similar points of view regarding 
the accomplishments we wish to 
achieve and I will try to make 
this viewpoint clear. 

A steady growth for this area 
is desirable; large and sudden 
growth is not. Sudden growth 
dislocates the economy of asmall 
community and too often results 
in a reaction that more than of- 
sets any gain that may be at- 
tained during the boom period. 
It should also be pointed out 
that this committee feels very 
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strongly that we do: not -want to 
become an “industrial town’’— 


Os ES 
a town of one class, controlied 
by absent management. Located 
in Ontario now are some very 
fine examples of the type of in- 
dustial development we favor. 
These industries represent a 
cross-section of America: Man- 
agement, Capital, and Labor. All 
three take an active part in local 
problems and the children of. all 
three mix in our schools. In 
short, we like our town and we 
don’t want to change its charac- 
ter as it grows up. 
, Now this committee is under 
attack. As individuals we don’t 
care, but as a Committee that 
thinks and hopes it is working 
for the Community good, we do 
want a better understanding of 
our position. Let us refer to an 
editorial in the Daily Report of 
November 26, 1947. This edi- 
torial says, in effect, that al- 
though Ontario is growing at a 
rapid rate, “the Chamber of 
Commerce is attracting no visi- 
ble means of support for its new 
citizens’... Today, although .our 
population has increased consid- 
erably, according to the Califor 
nit State Employment Office, 
there has been no apparent in- 
crease in unemployment. 

The editorial says that I am 
disappointed with the report. ren- 
dered to you at the close of the 
year just past. This is true 
only insofar as most honest peo- 
ple recognize that mbdst past jobs 
could have been better done. 
This committee, however, will 
stand on its records of accom- 
plishments, or lack of them.
